CORKERS AND TWISTERS.

It is somewhat strange that the 
schools and colleges do not pay more 
attention to the study of fossils, or 
petrifactions as they are commonly 
called. These fossils indicate, or 
identify to a large extent, the forma- 
of the ea i t It's surface. They 
ost abundant, probably, in the 
Ian, and least abundant In the 
Achalan formations. I 
Kentucky is rich in these relics of 
past ages, and Franklin bounty not 
only has its share, but possesses one 
fossil found nowhere else in the 
world. This is a fossil sponge— the 
oldest sponge In the world. In shape 
it resembles a king's crown, with 
circluar rim and hollow fingers of 
uniform size, but enlarging and dl- 
linishing shape, pointing upward. j 
Fragments, and some whole sped- 
lens, of this rare sponge have been 
found in a small ravine on Richard- 
son's Branch, near Cedar Run, and 
also in the vicinity of Bridgeport. | 
Many of these fossils are not only 
beautiful in appearance, when cleaned, 
curious and often artistic in 
structure. Seen under an ordinary 
magnifying glass, they show all the 
unique outlines of the vegetable or 
animal creation as it appeared before 
petrifaction. 

At the bend of the Shelbyvllle pike, 
this side the city reservior, is a bed 
of fossils, technically known as 
brahiopods and lamellobranchs, of 
all sizes and shapes, from a small 
hickory nut to a pin's head, whilst 
others are elongated, Interlaced In 
shell form or varied as the animal It 
represents. A specimen most abund- 
ant and most beautiful Is the orthis 
borealls, resembling a nut with lines 
and flutings converging at top and 
bottom. 

Some specimens of the trilohlte, 
an animal that had three pairs of 
lungs, have been found around Frank- 
fort. The eyes, head and mouth of 
several trlloblteB have been extracted 
from some slate rocks at the mouth 
of Devil's Hollow. 

Next to the ancient sponge, perhaps 
the rarest find near Frankfort were 
two specimens of fossil star fish, that 
were found on the reservoir hill 
when It was denuded of grasses 
dirt to.JmH^the reservoir. The

The reservoir hill was also a 
veritable bed of fossil corals, brachio- 
pods, lamellobranchs, gasteropoda, 
pteropods, etc. The lamellobranchs 
included the corals like chains Inter- 
laced, the cup corals with Interior 
beautifully fluted, and petrifactions 
like the comb cells made by the honey 
bee. The brachlopods are like va- 
rolusly shaped nuts or round balls. 
The gasteropoda resemble the snails, 
crawfish, etc. Whilst the pteropods 
were the winged creatures, like but-' 
terfltes and snake doctors.

BIG VICTORY FOR STRAIGHT 
GOODS. 

On Wednesday last the long ex- 
pected decision with regard to the 
manner in which blended, rectified 
and artificial whisky should be la- 
beled, was given out by the President. 
The following is the text of the de- 
cision: 

"In accordance with your sugges- 
tion, I submitted the matter concern- 
ing the proper labeling of whisky un- 
der the pure food law to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. I enclose the Attor- 
ney General's opinion. I agree with 
the opinion and direct that action 
be taken in accordance with it: 

"Straight whisky must be labeled as 
such. . 

"A mixture of two or more straight 
whiskies must be labeled as blended 
whiskies. 

"A mixture of straight whisky and 
ethyl alcohol provided that there is 
a sufficient amount of straight whisky 
to make it genuine, a 'mixture' will 
be labeled as compound of, or com- 
pounded with, pure grain in distil- 
late. 

"An imitation whisky must be label- 
ed as such. 

"THEODORE ROOSEVELT." 
It will be seen that this is a big 
victory for pure whisky. It Is a big 
feather in the cap of Hon. E. H. Tay- 
lor, Jr., who commenced this bitter 
fight several years ago. and has stuck 
to it through thick and thin. He had 
made the fight single-handed and 
it was seen that his arguments, and 
those of his able son and co-adjutor, 
Mb B. W. Taylor, were unanswerable, 
did others take up the cudgels. 

The rectifiers and blenders had un- 
limited means in their hands and 
fought to the last ditch.
